wheat from farmers. 
The similarity 
of tlie names and the fact that Duff 
at the time he was arrested near 
Mount Vernon stated that he owned 
a farm near Xevada leads to the be­ 
lief that they are the same persons. 
Beedle, who was held under $2,000

lack of evidence.
